Ultimatum Sent to Pekin, 


However, Contains Modi- 
fications Which Omit 
From Present Negotiations 
Demands of Most Im- 
portant Group. 


Tokio Ready to Act, but 
Thinks Pekin Will Yield; 
Foreign Office Declares 
-'Th«* Japan Desires to Ad- 
here to Treaties.

TOKIO, May 7.—In presenting 
its ultimatum to China, Japan omitted 
from the present negotiations all 
items in Group V of the amended list 
of demands, with the exception of the 
portion dealing with concessions in 
Fu Kien, on which an agreement al- 
ready has been reached. The demands 
in Group V are reserved for future 
discussion. 
This group embodies the most im- 
portant of the demands maar yere 
rejected China in its y to 
Japan last Baturday. 
PEKIN, Lae I— There is good rea- 
gon to believe that China is prepared 


to concede everything demanded by 
Japan, realizing that the situation is 


hopeless. 

This pos*ible outcome to the present 
tense situation is not generally com- 
prehended in Pekin; consequently a 
number of foreign residents, as well 
as Ch themselves, are today 
packing their personal belongings 
and otherwise preparing for eventu- 
alities. 

Eki Hioki, the Japanese Minister 
to China, went to the Chinese Foreign 
Office between 3 and 4 o’clock this 
afternoon and presented the Japanese 
ultimatum which insists that China 
accede to the demands presented by 
the Tokio Government. Previous to 
thia action, the secretary of the le- 
gation visited the Foreign Office and 
informed Vice Minister Tsao Yulin 
that the ultimatum of the Japanese 
Government contained certain modifi- 
cations of the 24 demands heretofore 
presented by Tokio. The ultimatum 
expires at 6 p. m.. Sunday, when, if 
China has not yielded, Japan doubt- 
Jess will strike with her naval and 
military forces. 

The Japanese legation has informed 
the Chinese Foreign Office that Japan 
would be unable to accept the fur- 
ther concessions offered Thursday by 
China and would present an _ ulti- 
matum before 3 o’clock this (Friday) 
afternoon, unless the 24 demands 
were accepted by China, without 
qualification. 

The Japanese legation continued its 
effort yesterday to persuade the Chi- 
nese to conceed Japan’s demands 
without the necessity of serving upon 
China the ultimatum of the Japanese 
Government which was received early 
yesterday morning. 

Further Concessions Made. 

The secretary of the legation visited 
the Foreign Office and informed Vice 
Minister Teao Yulin that the legation 
had received the ultimatum and thgt it 
would be presented unless China 
to Japan's % demands by 7 o'clock in the 
evening. Tsao Yulin immediately visited 
the winter palace, the residence of Yuan 
Shi Kai, and after a conference with 
the executive and other members of the

BANKRUPTCY SUIT 


Filing of Action Delayed Pend- 
ing Final Meeting This 


Evening. 
NO ALTERNATIVE SEEN 
Plans to Continue Famous 


Restaurant Seem Hopeless, 
C. F. Blanke Says. 


The fate of Faust’s cafe at Broadway 
and Elm street probably will be finally 
determined at a meeting of directors and 
creditors of the St. Louis Catering Co., 
to be held this evening at the office of 
the company. 

A firm of attorneys, representing sev- 
eral creditors, whose claims aggregate 
about $1000 had in readiness today a pe- 
tition in bankruptcy but deferred filing 
it in the expectation that the company 
might make settlement to avert such a 
proceeding. 

C. F, Blanke, chairman of the Com- 
mittee of Creditors, said today that the 
efforts .of the committee to help the 
company out of its embarrassment and 
enable it to continue operating the cold 
restaurant had failed and that there 
seemed to be nothing more that the 
creditors could do. 


Other Restaurants Object. 
The committee was appointed early in 


February. Associated with Blanke on it 
are A. C. Beckman and Frederick Fisch- 
er. The expectation was that the credit- 
ors would agree to accept stock of the 
company in lieu of the indebtedness to 
them. They were willing to do this, but 
encountered an unexpected obstacle 
when objection was made by other res- 
taurants with which the creditors have 
business relations. 
These, according to Blanke, were will- 
ing that an old landmark like Faust’s 
should be closed for the sake of elimi- 
nating that much competition in the res- 
taurant field, and gave the committee 
to understand that if the creditors of 
the St. Louis Catering Co. kept Faust’s 
going by taking stock the other restau- 
rants would cease patronizing the credit- 
ors. They likewise objected, Blanke 
says, to a proposition to sell the stock 
to the public. 

Holds Out Little Hope. 
Blanke said that so far as the com- 
mittee was concerned nothing more 
could be done toward keeping the res- 
taurant in existence. 
Secretary Clifford of the St. Louis 
Catering Co. said he was unable to say 
whether the restaurant would continue 
It would all depend upon what is done 
at the meeting. President C. O. Baxter 
is out of the city. 
In February, when the restaurant was 
about to be closed, it was arranged for 
it to continue 60 days, in the hope that 
something could be done in that period 
to keep it going.

Lusitania Had Large ahd Distinguished Passen- 
ger List Notwithstanding Warnings That 
Ship Was to Be Torpedoed. 


NEW YORK, May 7.—The Lusitania 
departed last Saturday from New York 


and was due in Liverpool today. 
When the Lusitania left she had 
aboard’ 1319 passengers. Some nervous- 


ness had been caused by the publica- 
tion in the morning papers of Saturday 
of an advertisement warning intending 
travelers that a state of war existed 
between Germany and Great Britain and 
her allies, that the zone of war included 
the waters adjacent to the British Isles; 
that in accordance with notice given by 
the German Government, vessels flying 
the flag of Great Britain were liable 
to destruction in those waters and that 
passengers traveling in the war zone 
on board ships off Great Britain or her 
allies did so at their own risk. The ad- 
vertisement was signed, ‘Imperial Ger- 
man Embassy.” 

This warning apparently did not cause 
many cancellations for the ship departed 
with a large passenger list. Just before 
her departure several passengers re- 
ceived telegrams at the pier signed by 
names unknown to them and presumed 
to be fictitious, advising them that the 
liner was to be torpedoed by submarines. 

Vanderbilt Ignored Warning. 

Alfred Gwynne Vanderbilt was one of 
the passengers who received such a 


message. He destroyed the méssage 
without comment. 
Charles P. Sumner, genera! agent of 


the Cunard Line, was at the pier and in 
a statement said that the voyage of the 
Lusitania would not be attended by any 
risk whatever, as the liner had a speed 
of 25% knots and was provided With un- 
usual watertight bulkheads. 

In commenting on the report of the 
torpedoing of the Lusitania today, ma- 
rine men pointed out that in their opin- 
ion the Lusitania could not be sunk by 
a single torpedo. 

The Lusitania was delayed for more 
than twe and one-half hours in de- 
parting, on account of having to take 
over the 168 passengers from the An- 
chor liner Cameronia, which was char- 
tered at the last minute by the British 
Admiralty.

A. G. VANDERBILT 
1GNORED WARNING 


Alfred Gwynne Vanderbilt, who was on 
board the Lusitania, was one of several 
prominent Americans who '° received 
warning on the eve of their sailing, =o 
cancel passage. The telegram received 
by Vanderbilt read: 

“Have it on definite authority the 
Lusitania is to be torpedoed. You had 
better cancel passage immediately.” 

Vanderbilt ignored the warning and 
sailed on the vessel. 

Alfred Gwynne Vanderbilt, who is 3 
years old, has been a prominent figure 
since the death of his father, Cornelius 
Vanderbilt, on Sept. 12, 1899. The great- 
est part of the immense Vanderbilt for- 
tune was left to him. Cornelius, the 
eldest brother, in his father’s will, had 
been cut off with $1,000,000... Later Alfred 
gave Cornelius £6,04,000 to prevent his 
contesting the will. 

Alfred Vanderbilt was graduated from 
Yale in 1899, and it was in his senior 
vear there that he met Miss Elsie 


French, who was his first wife. They 
were married on Jan. 11, 1901. 
Vanderbilt was divorced by his first 


wife on March 2%, 18 An .unknown 
woman was specified as the corespon- 
dent but a Mrs. Ruiz was mentioned. 
Mrs. Vanderbilt was given the custody 
of one child, William H. Vanderbiit en- 
tered a general denial of the charge of 
infidelity. There was no alimony award 
as Mrs. Vanderbilt came from a wealthy 
family. 

Vanderbilt's second marriage was to 
Mrs. Smith Hollis McKim in 1910. It 
came soon after she obtained a divorce 
trom Dr. K. McKim, who threatened 
suit against Vanderbilt, Col. Emerson, 
Mrs. McKim’'s father and Mrs. Frederic 
McCormick, Col. Emerson's present wife, 
for the alleged alienation of Mrs. Me- 
Kim's affections. A firancial settlement 
was reported to have been made with 
Dr. McKim, for the suit never went to 
trial. 

Vanderbilt has traveled extensively 
abroad and haa been one of the leading 
horsemen in thie country, his exhibits 
at the princival horse shows in America 
and abroad winning many prizes. His 
horses have been entered at a number of 
the shows in St. Loule and he has been

Vessel Was 785 Feet Long and Made 26 Knots 
an Hour—Her Staterooms and Promen- 
ades Were Luxurious. 


The launching of the Lusitania in 199% 
was a step in the evolution of the At- 
lantic passenger sérvice. A feature of the 
advent of the Lusitania was the adoption 
power. The. adoption »f these’ engines 
and quadruple screws -and* the adding 
of two knots speed over that pre- 
viously attained® by a passenger vesse| 
made the Lusitania a pioneer in ad- 
vanced type of marine engineering. 

The length of the Lusitania over all 
was 78 feet, breadth 88 feet, depth 60.8 
feet. She had a displacement of 38,000 
tons and her gross tonnage was 32,500. 
She could make a speed of 26 knots. 

This vessel cost when completed $6,250, - 
000 and it was estimated that each trip 
across the Atlantic would cost $250,000. 
To pay for this the vessel had to carry 
at least 1500 tons of cargo, 550 first-class 
passengers, 500 second-class and 1200 
steerage. The full crew for her num- 
bered 800. 

Height of Masts 216 Feet, 

The Lusitania’s passenger accommoda- 
tions were luxurious. There were two 
electric passenger elevators and four for 


it side lights and 500 electric lights, 


haggage and mail. She had 1200 windows 
with telephones in all staterooms. Theres 
were nine decks on the boat, requiring 
about 20% miles of electric wiring. 

The building of the Lusitania was un- 
dertaken to a large extent at the wish 
of the nation, speaking through the 
british Government, the object being 
once more to obtain for British ship 
owners the proud position of having the 
fastest passenger vessel on the At- 
lantic. 

A feature of the Lusitania was the 
height of her funnels, which ran up 156 
feet, and each had a diameter of %4 
feet. The height of the masts was 216 
feet. 

The Lusitania was a sister ship of the 
Mauretania. They were designed to 
make the Atlantic journey in four and 
vune-half days, clipping a day and a halt 
from the fastest time of the German ex- 
press steamers then running. At the 
time of her construction there was a 
fear in England that the imperial 
patronage of German-owned liners and 
the unlimited capital of America threat- 
ened the prestige of British passenger 
service.

LONDON, May 7.—The British Stéam- 
er Centurion was torpedoed by a Ger- 
man submarine off the Irish Coast yves- 
terday.

The Cen- 
turion was attacked about the same 
time that the British steamer Candi- 
date, owned by the same company, was 
torpedoed off Waterford, Ireland. The 
Candidate crew also was saved. The 
Centurion was bound for South Africa 
and the Candidate for Jamaica. 

The Danish steamer Cathay, reported 
vesterday to have been sunk in the 
North Sea, is said in Idovds report to 
have been torpedoed. A schooner and 
two trawlers also were reported sunk 
by submarines yesterday.

WASHINGTON, May 7.~—After a con- 
ference with President Wilson early to- 
day, Secretary Bryan said the Presi: 
dent had received word that the ult!- 
matum from Japan to China was ‘“‘under 
cigcussion,”’ but that ‘tno notice had 
been received that it had actually been 
received in Pekin.”’ 

Secretary Bryan refused to say wheth- 
er the news had come from Tokio or 
from Pekin. 

After Secretary Bryan had been to 
the White House, Ambassador Chinda 
called at the State Department and the 
two men had another conference. At 
its close the Ambassador reiterated that 
he could not discuss the subject, but 
added that a “full statement’’ would 
be made at the embassy soon.

Washington Statement. 
The text of the statement follows: 

In order that there may be no mis- 
underatanding of the position of the 
United States in reference to the 
negotiations pending between Japan 
and China, the following announce- 
ment is made: 

At the beginning of negotiations the 
Japanese Government confidentially 
informed this Government of the mat- 
ters which were under discussion and 
accompanied the information by the 
assurance that Japan had no inten- 
tion of interfering with either the 
Political independence or territorial 
integrity pf China and that nothing 
that she proposed would \ discrimi- 
nate against the other Powers hav- 
ing treaties with China, er interfere 
with the ‘open door’ policy to which 
all the leading nations are commit- 
ted. 

This Government has not onlv had 
no thought of surrendering any of its 
treaty rights with China, but it has 
never been asked by either Japan or 
China to make any surrender of 
these rights. There is no abatement 
of its interests in the welfare and 
progress of China and its sole inter- 
est in the present negotiations is that 
they may be concluded in a manner 
satisfactory to both nations, and that 
the terms of the agreement will not 
only contribute to the prosperity of 
both of these great Oriental empires, 
but maintain that cordial relationship 
so essential to the future of both, and 
to the peace of the world.’’

She 
desires scrupulously to adhere to the 
provisions of treaties with friendly 
Powers, regarding the integrity of 
China, but when the national dig- 
nity and conscience are involved, she 
must follow the path the situation 
justifies. 

The Japanese Government .is said to 
believe that neither Great Britain nor 
the United States will interfere with the 
course of events in China. 

Certain portions of the army corps 
stationed at Hiroshima and Okayuma al- 
ready have prepared for eventualities, 
Dispatches from Manchuria say ‘that 
many Japanese are leaving Japanese 
Dairien, Manchuria, and that the volun- 
teer defense corps of Japanese and 
Chinese troops have clashed at Tainan. 
All the troops in Shantung province and 
Manchuria are preparing for possible 
trouble. 


Statesmen Opposed Ultimatum. 
It is said in unofficial quarters here

Will Contest Is Estimated 
at $300,000, About $5000 


Being Expended in Futile | 


Effort to Locate Nurse 
Wanted as Witness. 


JURY UNANIMOUS IN 
PARENTAGE VERDICT 


Members Tell Why They 
Found That Lois Was 
Daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
Campbell — Contestants 
Will Not Ask for New 
Trial. 


A fee of approximately $100,000 will be 
paid to Attorney Morton Jourdan of St. 
Louis by the James Campbell estate as 
part of the expense of nearly $300,000 in- 
curred by the estate in its defense of the 
$10,000,000 will contest which vyesterdmy 
resulted in a jury’s verdict that Mrs. 
Lois Ann Burkham is the daughter of 
Campbell and his wife, Mrs. Floremce 
A. Campbell. 

The figures as to the total expense of 
the litigation and the share which Jour- 
dan is to receive as leading counsel for 
the defense were given to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter today by a close friend 
of the Campbell interests. It was said 
that Jourdan’s fee would amount «to 
more than that of any other attorney 
in the case. Six noted lawyers appeared 
on the record as representing the de- 
fense. 

As the legal representative of, Mrs. 
Campbell and Mrs. Burkham, Jourdan 
organized the defense, and the burden 0: 
collecting evidence fell on him when a 
court ruling was made that the parent- 
age issue must be tried first. 

Prepared Case for Defense. 

Jourdan had charge of the prepara- 
tion of the case, the finding of wifnesses, 
taking of depositions and arrangement 
of the evidence for presentaticn min court. 
At the trial he was in charge 1 court 
and most active of the counsel in exam- 
ining and cross-examining the witnesses, 
and he was the only attorney for the 
defense who made an argumem to the 
jury, taking up all of the 9 minutes al- 
lowed to his side by the Court. 

It was under Jourdan’s direction that 
e nation-wide search was made for wit- 
nesses who might testify as to circum- 
stances attending or leading up to the 
birth of Lois Ann Campbell at the 
Grand Union Hotel in New York 22 
years ago.

Mrs. Campbell re- 
called that one of the nurses who at- 
tended her at or near the time of the 
birth was Miss Cleveland whose where- 
abouts she did not know at the time 
the will contest was filed. 

In the effort to find this former nurse 
it became necessary to trace and inter- 
view 8 women whose name was Cleve- 
land and who answered advertisements 
inserted in newspapers in all parts of 
the country.

Confidence is expressed by headquarters 
that the principal portion of the Russian 
army under Gen. Radko Dimitrieff, 
which is attempting to defend positions 
in the Carpathians 19 the west of Lup- 
kow Pass, cannot make good its retreat. 
Detachments of this army may work 
their way out, but it is declared that 
the bulk of the army with the heavy 
artillery and baggage can scarcely suc- 
ceed in avoiding capture in view of 
Field Marshal von Hoetzendorf’s rapid 
advance through the Gorlice breach in 
the lines. 

Progress on the northern half of the 
front is slower. The Russians held des- 
perately to Tarnow and Wal Mountain— 
a fortified crest 100 to %00 feet high, 
between the Biala and Dunajec rivers— 
to enable them to get great quantities 
of stores accumulated behind Tarnow 
away and cover the retirement of the 
armies to the southward. 

The question as to whether the 
Russians can make a successful stand 
on the line of the Wisloka river is 
the important one from the Austro- 
German military viewpoint. If they 
cannot, the breach in the Russian line 
is considered complete and the situa- 
tion for the Russian Carpathian ar- 
mies would undoubtedly be critical. 

The heaviest artillery was em- 
ployed in these operations. The 42- 
centimeter (16-inch) mortars in ac- 
tion were, however, not the noted 
German guns, but of Austrian make. 
They were designed originally for 
coast defense purposes, but have 
been found exceedingly good for land 
warfare. They fire projectiles 65 
pounds heavier than the German mor- 
tar and are understood to be com- 
paratively mobile and quickly set up 

The effect of these mortars, dur- 
ing the artillery preparations for bat- 
tle is descibed as overpowering. 
Shells from them have reached the 
supply depots behind Tarnow.

Chancellorsville followed a victo- 
rigus winter campaign by the 
armies of Lee and Stonewall Jack- 
son. Burnside had succeeded Me- 
Clellan in command of the Union 
forces, only to be beaten at Fred- 
ericksburg and to+turn the com- 
mand over to Hooker. In early 
May, Hooker, with the Army of the 
Potomac, occupied a strong line 
in Virginia, taking advantage of 
every opportunity the ground af- 
forded. 

Lee began by feeling out the weak 
places in the opposing line. His 
remarkable strategical abilitv—an 
ability which Field Marshal Sir 
John French recently declared made 
him the greatest of all American 
Generals—enabled him to concen- 
trate his smaller forces more rap- 
idly than the Union armies could, 
and thus show a superiority of 
numbers at any point of attack. 

Having decided that WHooker’s 
right flank was the most vulner- 
able point, Lee sent Stonewall Jack- 
son to assault it. Moving with 
amazing rapidity, Jackson delivered 
a stunning blow, which rolled back 
the right wing, with a Union loss of 
20,000 men. Chancellorsville was 
not only one of the bloodiest bat- 
thes of the war, but it was of the 
first strategic importance, as it en- 
abled the Confederates to make their 
great offensive to the northward, 
which was not stayed until Pickett's 
brigade dashed itself to pieces 
against the stone wall at Gettys- 
burg.

GERMANS PUSH 
OFFENSIVE ON 
BOTH WAR FRONTS 


LONDON, May 7.—The Germans, in 
consort with their Austrian allies, are 
putting forth an effort the extent of 
which never has been approached in the 
history of war. 

Throughout virtually the whole length 
of the eastern front they are engaged 
with the Russians, while in the west, in 
addition to their attacks around Ypres, 
they are on the offensive at many 
points. At other points they are being 
attacked by the French, British and 
Belgians. 

Far up in the Russian Baltic prov- 
inces, heretofore untouched by the war, 
the Germans are attempting to advance 
toward Libau and Riga, on the east 
Prussian frontier they are engaged in a 
series of battles, and with a big gun are 
bombarding at long renge, as they did 
Bunkirk, the Russian fortress of Grod- 
no; in Central Poland they have had tu 
defend themselves against a Russian at- 
tack: in Western Galicra they are at- 
tempting with, all their strength to 
smash the Russian flank and compel the 
Russians to abandon the Carpathian 
passes, which they gained at such cost 
during the winter.

In this Western Galician battle the 
Germans claim to have made a still 
greater advance and to have crossed the 
Wisloka River, which is well to the 
east of the Dunajec River, which until 
a few days ago formed part of the Rus- 
sian front and to have put their hands 
firmly on Dukla Pass. In conjunction 
with this attack from the west the Aus- 
trians are attempting to drive the Rus- 
sions from Lupkow Pass, further to the 
east, and with success. ,;

He 
produced certain checks asked for Lv 
John M. Bowers, chief counsel for Col. 
Roosevelt, and a transcript of ihe 
\edger account of his company with the 
Jouranl company from 1903 to 1912. H» 
explained that the only entries were 
charges against the Journal company 
for work done for that corporation. 

Gave a Trade Discount, 

He said the transcript showed ll 
commissions or discounts allowed to the 
Journal Co. The witness added: 

“IT did not intend to say on the wit- 
ness stand that we paid a commission 
on all public work we did. I intended 
to say we paid commissions on work 
not let under contract. We gave the 
Journal a trade discount.”’ 

Testimony on Commissions, 

“Did you,’ asked Justice Andrews. 
‘‘pay commissions on contract work you 
fe glee: age 

“Did you not,’’ asked Bowers, ‘‘pay the 
Journal commissions on certain work 
brought to you?” ‘‘Yes.’’ 

In response to other questions the 
witness said Barnes had told him on one 
occasion that all work should be billed 
direct to the Journal company. 

“Did you not,” asked Bowers, ‘‘dur- 
ing your previous testimony, tell me that 
you did not talk to Mr. Barnes about 
printing?’ ‘‘I said on county and city 
work.” 

The witness did not remember ever 
having seen any written orders from the 
Journal company, as he said it was th- 
custom for the order to be given over 
the telephone. ‘‘Then,’’ he said, ‘‘we 
would send to the clerk of the Board or 
Supervisors, if that was where the or- 
der came from, to get instructions about 
the printing.”’

Parkway Committee, Lee Meriwether, 
vice chatrman, J. Lionberger Davis, 
treasurer, and Wilbur B, dones, secre 
tary. Jones has charge of the cam- 
paign headquarters. 

The opposition campaign to the Park- 
way is being conducted by Isaac H. 
Lionberger, Martin Shaughnessy, David 
Hennessy, Adam Wackman and G. G. 
Gibson, who were active in the move- 
ment to inwoke the referendum against 
the parkway ~rdinance. 

The Part’way proposition will ge be- 
fore the voters at a special election 
June 8 The issue to be determined in 
the election is whether the ordinance 
enacted by the Municipal Assembly 
last fall authorizing the institution of 
court proceedings to condemn the prop- 
erty required for the Parkway, and to 
lay out a benefit district and assess 
benefits and damages, shall be permit- 
ted to go into effect. The ordinance 
has been suspended since the referen- 
dum was invoked. 

Will Send Out Speakers. 

The supporters of the Parkway will 
send speakers into every ward in the 
city to explain the proposition to voters. 
It is propable toward the close of the 
campaign that a big outdoor maas meet- 
ing, under the auspices of a group of 
women workers, will be held in La- 
fayette Park. 

The exact cost of the parkway can- 
not be determined unless the commis- 
sion authorized by ordinance to find 
the value of the property to be con- 
demned is appointed.

TWO-PAGE advertisement by an Ohio manufacturer, in the cur 
rent issue of the American Machinist, contains this statement : 


“The following is a description of the 13 and 18 pound high-explosive 
shells which are now being used so extensively in the war to replace

common shrapnel: 

‘The material is high in tensile 
strength and very special and has a 
tendency to fracture into small pieces 
upon the explosion of the shell. The 
timing of the fuse for this shell is 
similar to the shrapnel shell, but it 
differs in that two explosive acids 
are used to explode the shel) in the 
large cavity. The combination of 
these two acids causes a terrific ex- 
plosion, having more power than 
anything of its kind vet used. Frag- 
ments become coated with these 
acids and wounds caused by 
them mean death in terrible agony 
within four hours, .f not attended to 
immediately. 

“From what we are able to learn 
of conditions in the trenches, it is 
not possible to get medical assist- 
ance to anyone in time to prevent 
fatal results. It is necessary immedi-

atelly to cauterize the wound if in 
the body or head, or to amputate if 
the limbs, as there seems to be no 
antidote that will counteract the 
poison. 

“It can be seen from this that this 
shell is more effective than the reg- 
ular shrapnel, since the wounds 
caused by shrapnel balls and frag- 
ments in the muscles are not as dan- 
gerous, as they have no poisonous 
element, making prompt attention 
necessary.”’ 

The concern offers for sale a ma- 
chine which it states will finish a 
13-pound high explosive shell in 1i 
minutes and an 18-pound shell in 22 
minutes, and adds: 

“When you figure about $1 per day 
for operating this machine you can 
then arrive at the actual labor cost 
for producing the piece.” 
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upon the proposition that it would cost 
not less than $15,000,000. The assessed 
valuation of the property to be con- 
demned is only $5,000,000, and the assess- 
ment is based upon a two-thirds actual 
valuation. 

The supporters of the parkway say 
that the cost likely will not be more 
than $7,000,000 to $8,000,000, and could not 
possibly exceed $10,000,000. Mayor Kiel 
said in a recent address that he would 
not favor the construction of the park- 
way if it should be shown upon investi- 
gation by the commissioners that the 
cost would be in excess of $10,000,000. 

The speakers to be sent out by the 
Campaign Committee will explain every 
detail as to probable cost, the method 
of the assessment of damages and ben- 
efits, and the great value the parkway 
would be to St. Louis. 

Models on Exhibition. 

One of the principal arguments in 
support of the parkway is that it would 
reclaim a large part of the district be- 
tween Twelfth street and Grand ave- 
nue by restoring value to property that 
is now a drug on the market, and that 
it would be a thing of beauty to stim- 
ulate the pride and enthusiasm of every 
resident of the city. The parkway would 
embrace the block between Market and 
Chestnut streets from Twelfth street to 
Jefferson avenue, and between Lawton 
avenue and Pine street from Jefferson 
avenue to Grand avenue. Models of the 
parkway and also large maps are on 
exhibition in the Olive street head- 
quarters. 

The parkway would extend past the 
city hall and Manicipal Court build- 
ings to Union Station, and wovld result 
in the beautification and general clean- 
ing up of that section of the city, and 
the rehabilitation of land values. 

The campaign committee announced

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LET EFFICIENCY BE GENUINE. | 
Close scrutiny of the tests applied by the city’s 
Efficiency Board in selecting nominees for. ap- 
pointment to minor official posts fails to reveal 
any test that can fairly be described as hyper- 
technical or impractical. Adverse criticism aimed 
at some of the tests is shown to have been hasty 
and ill-advised, placing undue emphasis on one or 
two very minor points and ignoring the remaining 
99 per cent. 

Thus: Of 20 men certified to the city Assessor 
for appointment to the 12 deputy assessorships, 15 
are Democrats. This fact, the Efficiency Board 
being preponderantly Republican, proves merit, 
not partisan affiliation, was the test basis. Only 
six of the 20 have had collegiate education, this 
fact disproving the charge that ‘‘the tests are 
framed to give young college graduates an unjust 
advantage over older men of practical experience.” 
By the way, the six college men in the list of 20 
are respectively, 35, 51, 40, 55, 59 and 53 years of 
age. The tests for deputy Assessors were based on 
civil service tests used in filling like posts in New 
York, New Jersey and Wisconsin, adapted to local 
conditions. 

These men, employed to assess St. Louis’ $610,- 
000,000 of taxable property for public revenue, are 
not unreasonably required by the Efficiency Board 
to possess qualifications for the work equal to 
those which a private employer, engaging them for 
a like task, would demand. The one obvious crit- 
iciam suggested by a study of this situation is 
that the city, paying its deputy Assessors only 
$1800 a year, offers much less, for such talent, than 
any private employer would expect to pay for it. 

Mayor Kiel has wisely declared he will not aid 
the machine politicians’ effort to discredit or de- 
feat civil service at the city hall. He appointed 
the board which has made so sound a beginning 
upon tts difficulf task of classifying the city’s ém- 
ployes and standardizing their work and wages, 
and he knows nothing could more certainly de- 


‘feat his own political ambition hereafter than an 


jattempt to cheat the people's desire for genuine 
efficiency in all branches of their municipal serv- 
ice. 

The politicians are trying to have unskilled labor 
exempted from civil service control. It should not 
be so exempted. Permit the nine-tenths of all city 
jobs which are unskilled to be utilizied as political 
patronage by party bosses and St. Louis’ purpose 
to establish a genuine merit system straight down 
the line from Mayor to street sweeper would be 
outrageously cheated.

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ON THE POISONING LINE. 

If the contending hosts of Europe have reached 
the point where they regard the ordinary agencies 
lof military death inadequate and insist on poison- 
ing each other with quick-acting gaseous or other 
chemical compounds, why not try the old familiar, 
always reliable carbolic acid? 

Its deadening effect on the nerves renders it less 
painful than is generally supposed and its intelli- 
gent use on the firing, or rather the poisoning, 
line would be followed by a great and gratifying 
execution. 


JAPAN’S DEMANDS ON CHINA. 

The excuses proffered by Kiyoshi K. Kawakami, 
who is Japan’s paid press representative in 
America, in Thursday’s Post-Dispatch, for his 
country’s attempted encroachments on Ohina’s 
commercial and national integrity are not con- 
vincing to Americans. 

Without China’s consent, Japan insists on that 
country employing Japanese advisors; on admit- 
ting Japanese police in Chinese territory; on con- 
trolling China's ammunition manufacture; on 
building a 500-mile raflway and on other privi- 
leges that would amount to the creation of Japa- 
nese spheres of influence in the Celestial repub- 
lic. 

Americans will judge this policy by the rule of 
reasonable comparison. For example, if Japan 
were the weaker country and China made such 
demands, would not Japan indignantly refuse? Or, 
suppose that Japan should make similar demands 
on the United States, would any Japanese dare to 
say that they were justifiable? 

’ The whole truth ts that Japan believes this is a 
favorable opportunity to do as she pleases with 
China, because Europe is too busy to interfere and 
because she thinks that neither China nor the 
United States is in a position to stop her. 

If Japan obtains her demands, she will control 
the trade on the Pactffic. Under these circum- 
stances, the report from Tokio that Japan and 
the United States are in accord on this question 
is absurd. The statement given out by Secretary 
Bryan, published Friday, shows that Washington 
is absolutely neutral. The Untted States Gov- 
ernment is not in the habit of indorsing the 
policy of aggression by strong nations against 
those that are helpless. 


With a smoke law reputed to have teeth and 


terioration in smoke conditions rather than an 
improvement has been shown in St. Louis dur 
ing the past year. 

The days were not many when the taint failed 
to be discerned in the atmosphere for at least an 
hour or two. On some days the familiar smoke 
pall of other years appeared in all its old-time 
smother. From Sept. 1 to March 1 many things 
would have justified discouragement on those 
who have devoted time and intelligent effort to 
smoke abatement during the past five years. 
But—— 

From Sept. 1 to March 1 only 44 cases for vio- 
lation of the smoke law were prosecuted, com- 
pared with 76 during the same period of the prior 
season. 

The disposition of cases against offenders is 
of concern to St. Louisans who suffer in prop- 
erty, health and comfort by reason of excessive 
smoke. After the inspectors had prepared 429 
cases for court, a remarkable sifting out process 
began. Of the 429 cases, warrants were asked 
only in 199. Of these, further sifting left 122 in 
which no summons was issued. Of the remainder, 
14 were dismissed. The net result of all sifting 
was that warrants were issued in 77 cases, of 
which 42 were won, two were lost and 19 are stil! 
pending. ‘ 

A relation of cause and effect is unmistakably 
established between languid court action and the 
unsatisfactory conditions of the past season.

SHOCKING TUBBROULOSIS FAOTS. 
The April report of the St. Louis Society for the 
Relief and Prevention of Tuberculosis contains 
some shocking facts. The four nurses of the asso- 
ciation, during the month, called on more than 
1000 indigent consumptives, of whom more than 
600 should be in hospitals. 
These destitute sufferers from the White Plague 
are mostly in the crowded slums. Bleven families, 
ineluding 47 persons, of whom 12 are children, 
were living in miserable shacks, fn alleys. In 
many cases victims of the disease are crowded in 
the same room and sleeping with persons not yet 
infected. Some of these are little children. 
What can four nurses do against such appalling 
conditions? They can give instructions and warn- 
ings. In some cases, now and then as patients die 
or recover tn the various instftutions, they can find 
room for a few sufferers and thereby remove the 
menace to their fellows and the community. But 
with over 1000 of such cases to visit monthly, four

Colonel Denies Interview Which 
Quotes Him as Saying His 
Heart Is Pro-French. 


NEW YORK, May 7.—Col. Roosevelt 
has built a war room for the Ananias 
Club, and today installed therein M. 
Alphaud, the correspondent in Amer- 


ica of Le Temps of Paris. This 
French writer recently printed an 
alleged interview with President 
Wilson, which was promptly denied, 
and today Roosevelt is quoted as 
denying the interview with him in 
Paris yesterday. In it Col. Roose- 
velt is quoted as saying that his 
sympathies were pro-French, “not 
from pure. sentimental inclination,’ 
but because right was on France’s 
side and France’s side only.” 

The interviewer is represented as 

asking Col. Roosevelt if, had he been 
President at the time he would have 
protested in the name of the United 
States against the violation of Bel- 
gium’s neutrality. M. Alphaud quotes 
Col. Roosevelt as replying: 
“Yes, with all my energy and power 
as President. To guarantee this neu- 
trality would have demanded that 
the United States take its fighting 
place beside the allies. That might 
have prevented the war. The Gere 
mans had time to reflect even so late 
as Aug. 5, when they were under the 
walis of Liege.”’ 

Further on, the ex-President is 
quoted as saying: 

“IT am for _ obligatory universal 
military service,’”’ and that ‘‘such serv- 
ice would compel the German-American 
to show his real nationality.’’ 

With reference to the attempt made 
by a German to assassinate him in 
Milwaukee, «the correspondent as- 
scribes the following statement to Col. 
Roosevelt: 

“The bullet remains there (point- 
nig to the right side of his breast), 
Germany is there, but France is on 
the other side—the side of my heart.” 


BURTON OUTRANKED IN QUIZ 
FOR WATER RATE SUPERVISOR

Suffers From Stay Under Water 
When Life Line Was Fouled. 
HONOLULU, May 7.—Diver Ww. F. 
Loughman, who nearly lost his life 
April 17 when, while at the bottom of 
the ocean at work on the sunken sub- 
marine F-4, his life line became 
fouled in the wreck, was Placed on 
the United States transport Sheridan 
yesterday to be taken to San Fran- 
cisco.

The City Marshal's annual, report 
shows that in the last year 8617 dogs. 
were taken to the pound and only 617 
of them were redeemed. The other 
8000 made a quick and painiess de- 
parture to a canless and catcherless 


bourne. . 

In the same period 21,560 more for- 
tunate dogs received the protection of 
a license: number. This brings the ag- 
gregate of dogs accounted for in 8&t. 
Louis to 29,560 for the year. Not the 
total of dogs present and accounted 


for, be it understood. 


EKatimates of Number Widely Vary.}i — 
There is no reliable dog census. Anii- 


irate citizen of the Clifton Heights 
neighborhood telephoned to the Mar- 
shal the other day that not fewer than 
a million held a party in his back yard 
the evening before. Somebody in the 
police department a few months ago 
figured that the total was 100,000, N. 
A. Nahigian, a book dealer at 1532 
Franklin avenue, who calls himself ‘‘the 
dog’s best friend,’’ fixes the total at 
approximately 50,000. 

If Nahigian’s conservative estimate 
be taken, it means that more than half 
the city’s population was unlicensed 
and that 12 out of every ® of the out- 
laws went frec. 

The probable reason why more strays 
were not captured and killed, is that the 
city’s animal appropriation is enough to 
nay for the seizure of oly 30600 animals. 
The poundmaster might, of course, go 
shead and capture more at his own 2x- 
pense. But dog catching is no philan- 
thropic businegs. 

Because of this limitation of what 
may be called the intake of the city 
pound, it is impossible to determine 
whether the number of dogs increases 
or decreases year by year. The num- 
ber of licenses fluctuates slightly, but 
is usually somewhere close to the 1914 
figures. 

311 Persons Bitten Daily. 

A Post-Dispatch inquiry revealed 
that in August, two summers ago, ll 
persons a day were bitten by dogs. 
Dog authorities agreed that about 95 
per cent of complaints were about 
unlicensed dogs and that 98 per cent 
of all the unlicensed dogs are mon- 
grels. It has beef asserted recently 
that cases of rabibes' are rare 
among blooded dogs. Poundmaster 
McQuillin holds the same view.

LEAVENWORTH, Kan., May 6— 
There is a serious condition o. affairs 
at the Federal prison here because of 
the rapidly increasing population. Seven 
prisoners from Michigan were preced- 
ed by a like number from Texas, whils 
prior to that 18 arrived from different 
parts of the United States, bringinng 
the population of the institution up te 
1964, larger than it ever has been be- 
fore. 

One reason for the iarge number of 
prisoners received recently is that many 
military offenders now are being sent 
to Leavenworth, while another is that 
the territory for the locai prison has 
been greatly Increased by the addition 
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WASHINGTON, May 7.—Interest in 
the May grain report of the Department 
of Agriculture, issued today, centered in 
the winter wheat crop which was plant- 
ed last fall on the most extensive area 
ever seeded with that cereal, but which, 
owing to unfavorable conditions, showed 
Dec. 1 a condition below the 10-year av- 
erage. The crop came through the win- 
ter fairly well, but the Hessian fly 
was reported in several sections, giving 
some apprehension. 

The winter wheat area sown Was 4l,- 
268,000 acres, an increase of 4,136,000 acres 
over that harvested in 1914. Estimating 
on the April 1 condition, the Crop Ke- 
porting Board last month calculated in 
its first report of production prospects 
that the crop would be 619,000,000 bushels, 
or 15 bushels an acre. 

Detatis of the report, showing condi- 
tions as of May 1, follow: 

Winter wheat—Area to be harvested 
40,169,000 acres, compared with 41,263,000 
acres sown last fall and 36,008,000 acres 
harvested last year. 

Average condition, 82.9 per cent of a 
normal, compared with 88.8 on April 1 
last, 95.9 on May 1 iast year and 37.4, 
the 10-year May 1 average. 

The condition is indicative of a yield 
per acre of approximately 17.3 bushels, 
assuming average variations to prevail 
to harvest time. On the estimated area 
to be harvested, this would produce 693,- 
000,000 bushels. The outturn of the crop 
will probably be above or below the 
figures given, according as the change 
in conditions from May 1 to harvest 
time is above or below the average 
change.
